Hopes Are Dashed 
The President dashed the hopes 
of some Democratic senators who 
have been urging that he sidestep 
out of the controversy by naming 
Clark as his personal representa­ 
tive. 
My ron G. Tay lor previously 
served in that role. 
Asked why he nominated Clark 
as an ambassador, Mr. Truman 
said because that was the way he 
wanted it. That’s my choice, he 
said, indicating he is willing to

showed 3,559 ,230 voters in the 57 
counties outside of New York 
city , and 1,9 09 ,016 voters in the 
five boroughs of the metropolis. 
The statewide total was 211,- 
38 7 under the 5,679 ,633 voters 
signed in 19 47, the last compara­ 
ble off-y ear election. 
No statewide offices w’ill be at 
stake in nex t m onth’s election, 
but 50 of the state’s 62 cities will 
elect 
may ors. 
Control 
of 
city 
councils w’ill be at stake in sev­ 
eral others. 
The 
relatively 
slim 
turnout 
was a surprise, as political ob­ 
servers ex pected that the hot lo­ 
cal 
contests 
and 
the 
various 
probes of gambling and corrup­ 
tion might stir up voters. 
The only statewide issues in­ 
volved are eig ht proposed consti­ 
tutional amendments. 
The reg istration total of 5,468 ,- 
246 compared with 7,044,676 reg ­ 
istrants who signed for the 19 48 
presidential election. 
A total of 6.432,770 signed for 
the 19 50 gubernatorial contest.

London, Oct. 26 UP)—W inston 
Churchill returned to power in 
Britain today . He led his Conser­ 
vative party to victory over the 
Labor government in a desperate­ 
ly -fought election that rang down 
the curtain on six y ears of So­ 
cialist rule but left the tories far 
short of the House of Commons 
strength they hoped for. 
Churchill, just turning 77, won 
a majority , or more than 313 
seats, in the House of Commons. 
The ex act size of the Conservative 
majority w’ill not be known until 
a few outly ing districts report 
nex t week. But it will be a slen­ 
der margin—leaving possibly 300 
seats 
to 
Clement 
R. 
A ttlee’s 
I Labor party . 
This is not much

Speaking to his con­ 
stituents at Woodford, where he 
was reelected to Parliament, he 
said: 
“ You have given me wonderful 
support. It never reached a higher 
pinnacle than it did today . 
With the Conservatives back in 
control, 
it 
w’as 
certain 
that 
Churchill 
would 
be 
chosen 
by 
them to resume the post of prime 
minister. 
This is the office he 
held throughout World War II and 
lost in August, 19 45, when a So­ 
cialist tidal wave swept his gov­ 
ernment out of office. 
Will Engage Attentions 
He told British voters, during 
the campaign, that putting an end 
to the cold war with the Commu­ 
nist world is “ the last prize I seek 
to w’in.”

HEAD COLDS AND NERVOUS SYSTEM 
For the past few years, cases of chron ic head 
cold s, d roppin g of mucus from n ose in to throat, 
coughin g, hawkin g an d blowin g of n ose have been 
believed caused either by in fection or allergy to 
substan ces floatin g in the air or to certain food s.

T hat 
overaction of the parasym pathetics is respon sible 
for vasomotor rhin itis (head cold s, hawkin g, cough­ 
in g) is suggested by the fin d in g th at where the 
sympathetic n erves were affected there was ex ces­ 
sive blockin g of the n ose, as well as ex cessive open ­ 
in g of the n ose passages, d ue to emotion al d isturb­ 
an ces. Dr. Fowler states that from this there is 
somethin g more than con striction of partial closin g 
of the n ose passages to ex plain the gen eral effects 
on the n ose an d bod y gen erally caused by emotion al 
stimulation to the auton omic (n ot un d er con trol ot 
the will) n ervous system. The pron oun ced chan ges 
in the n ose d ue to psychic stimili (emotion al d is­ 
turban ces) suggest th at man y so-called cold s are 
in d uced by this stimulation .

AMENDMENT NO. I 
The proposal would amend section one 
of article two of the Constitution to permit 
electors in the actual military service of the 
state or the nation to vote, despite absence 
from their election districts, in time of peace 
as well as war, and to give the same right to 
the members of the families of such electors, 
if they are also qualified voters and residents 
of the same election district, and who are 
accompanying them. 
The present Constitution permits absentee 
voting only to those in actual military serv­ 
ice of the state or of the United States, and 
in the army or navy: and this right is limited 
to time of war. 
This amendment would broaden the con­ 
stitutional declaration of military service to 
include the air force or any branch thereof, 
and the coast guard; and it would extend the 
privilege of absentee voting to the members 
of the families of the service men who ac­ 
company them to their post of service. Fur­ 
ther, the amendment removes the restric­ 
tion that absentee voting privileges for such 
electors shall be operative only in time of 
war. 
The amendment should be approved. It 
removes a defect in the present election pro­ 
cedure which discriminates, in the right of 
the franchise, against those citizens who are 
serving the state and the nation in the mili­ 
tary forces; and it grants similar rights to 
those accorded service men, to the members 
of their families who are qualified voters, 
and who are accompanying them to their 
post of service. 


REPORT ON FREEDOM 
In the report of the Inter-American Press 
Association on freedom of the press in the 
Americas, it was to be expected that devel­ 
opments in Argentina would be cited as the 
outstanding reverses suffered by the press in 
the New World in the past year. The report 
referred 
to 
the 
Argentine 
government 
seizure of La Prensa of Buenos Aires, one 
of the greatest South American newspapers, 
and of Intransigente at Salta. References 
also were made to curbs on the press ex­ 
isting in five other nations of South and 
Central America. 
By far the most disconcerting feature of 
the report, however, was the fact that the 
editors who prepared it felt impelled to com­ 
ment on unfavorable trends in the United 
states, supposed to be the world citadel of 
freedom of the press. The report said there 
are “an increasing practice of national, state 
and local officials to conduct the business of 
their offices in secret” and a tendency to ex­ 
tend military secrecy to “areas of news 
which have no bearing on the nation’s se­ 
curity.’’ 
Fortunately there is also in the United 
States a public realization that encroach­ 
ments on the freedom of the press constitute 
a peril to all freedoms.. Americans are suf­ 
ficiently well educated to know that the gov­ 
ernment’s affairs are their affairs, and to 
know that something is wrong when officials 
do not want the public to know what is going 
on in their offices. The American people will 
defend their press freedom, and it is well, for 
no one else can defend it for them.

THE IVORY TOWER 
The Council on Foreign Relations is One of those 
elite organizations which it supposed to be above 
the madding crowd, devoted to scholarship and to 
an im partial presentation of the facts. 
One does 
not join it but is invited to membership. 
The chairm an of its board of directors is R. C. 
Leffingwell of J. P. Morgan & Company; the presi­ 
dent, Allen W. Dulles, brother of the famous John 
Foster Dulles and both of the distinguished law 
firm of Sullivan & Cromwell; the acting president, 
Henry M. W riston, president ol Brown University, 
is also chairm an of the committee on studies. 
This body publishes the magazine "Foreign 
Affairs” and annually a book, entitled "The United 
States in World Affairs.” 
This is supposed to be 
pure, undiluted scholarship, prepared in an ivory 
tower, unaffected by the angers, excitements and 
day-by-day travail of just plain people like us. 
It 
is prepared by Richard P. Stebbins and the re­ 
search staff. 
Chapter Two of the 1950 edition recently issued 
contains such a sentence as this: 
“While the American government was laboring 
year in and year out to re-establish the free world 
on secure foundations, at home these voices of dis­ 
sent had swelled to a loud and angry chorus. 
By 
1950 they had reached a crescendo which literally 
threatened to drown out the words of the President 
and the secretary of state. . . . ” 
Now, that M just too bad, isn t it? 
We Ameri­ 
cans are to be silent no m atter how many of our 
sons are killed and w hat burdens of taxes we bear 
so that the voices of the president and his secre­ 
tary of state may be heard. 
And that in spite of 
the obvious fact that a very large part of the 
American people, if not a m ajority, would prefer 
the secretary of state to resign—as the American 
Legion convention in Miami resolved. 
Then on page 58, I ran into this startling para­ 
graph: 
"There is no way to determine how far the 
more uncritical supposers of this campaign were 
actuated by individual credulity, by party zeal, or 
by less reputable influences such as the mysterious 
‘China Lobby,’ which was said to shrink from no 
means of punishing those who had opposed all-out 
aid to Chiang Kai-shek. 
It is equally futile to 
speculate about how far the Kremlin, plotting its 
own course in the F ar East, was encouraged by 
this exhibition of disunity at the heart of the free 
world. . . . ” 
For many months now some of us have been 
demanding an investigation of all alien lobbies, in­ 
cluding all kinds of China lobbies, by a congres­ 
sional committee. Nothing has come of it for two 
reasons: 
1. 
The so-called “China Lobby,” which is sup­ 
posed to be headed by Afred Kohlberg, does not 
exist and any investigation would prove that. 
In 
fact, such an investigation has taken place, ordered 
by President Trum an, all departm ents of govern­ 
ment being instructed to get in on tho hunt. Noth­ 
ing came of it because there was nothing to find. 
2. 
Should Congress 
investigate 
the 
“China 
Lobby," all other foreign lobbies will have to be 
investigated and that might prove very em barrass­ 
ing to W ashington lawyers and some notable so­ 
called scholars who have British, French, South 
American and Soviet connections, particularly with 
some of the satellite countries. Those in power do 
not want that. 
They do not mind pillorying Joe 
M cCarthy but they do not want to pillory them ­ 
selves or their friends. 
And here is the pay-off: 
“ . . .B y creating fresh obstacles to the diplo­ 
matic recognition of Communist China, it helped 
set the stage for the grave crisis in Chineso-Ameri- 
can relations that was to occur later in the year. 
In the meantim e it aggravated public confusion at 
home, undermined the reputation of honest and 
able officials, aggravated the sense of personal in­ 
security that pervaded the government service, and 
contributed to a wave of anti-Communist hysteria 
which already threatened to engulf the country. 
By its methods it offered confirmatory evidence to 
those who professed to see in the United States a 
land of thinly veiled reaction. . . . ” 
President Trum an and Dean Acheson and the 
whole S tate D epartm ent have been denying pre­ 
cisely that. 
They have been insisting that they 
never wanted to recognize Communist China and 
the President practically called General M acArthur 
a liar for saying tile contrary. 
But here is a hook 
that is issued under such high auspices which 
makes it clear that hut for such creatures as Joe 
M cCarthy and Alfred Kohlberg, Communist China 
would have been recognized. 
These scholars and experts of State D epart­ 
ment affiliations ought to get together sometimes 
and decide on what they actually do believe.

THE LIMIT OF LIFE 
Statistics on length of life in the United 
States, covering the first half of the twen­ 
tieth centuiy, disclose that twenty years has 
been added to the average life span since 
1900. The average, at mid-point in the cen­ 
tury, was 68 years. Now comes the inter­ 
esting point of speculating whether it is 
possible that another twenty years might 
be added in the last half of the century. 
Presumably there is some upper limit on 
the length of the life span. It is known that 
all animal bodies go through certain aging 
processes, and at the end of these processes 
comes death. But already many of the dis­ 
eases and ailments of advancing age have 
been eliminated, and some of the aging 
processes can be retarded. We may not even 
be in sight of the eventual life span.

HEAD COLDS AND NERVOUS SYSTEM 
For the past few years, cases of chronic head 
colds, dropping of mucus from nose into throat, 
coughing, hawking and blowing of nose have been 
believed caused either by infection or allergy to 
substances floating in the air or to certain foods. 
That these symptoms may be due to “nerves” or to 
emotional disturbances is now’ suggested by Dr. 
Edmund P. Fowler, Jr., (Columbia University) in 
Psychosomatic (mind and body I Medicine. 
"The coughing, hawking and blowing of noses 
at the theatre dem onstrates that postnasal drip can 
be caused by excitem ent and emotional tension 
which causes overaction of the parasym pathetic 
nerves involving certain parts of the nervous sys­ 
tem such as nerve supply to nose and ears.” That 
overaction of the parasym pathetics is responsible 
for vasomotor rhinitis (head colds, hawking, cough­ 
ing) is suggested by the finding that where the 
sym pathetic nerves were affected there was exces­ 
sive blocking of the nose, as well as excessive open­ 
ing of the nose passages, due to emotional disturb­ 
ances. Dr. Fowler states that from this there is 
something more than constriction of partial closing 
of the nose passages to explain the general effects 
on the nose and body generally caused by emotional 
stim ulation to the autonomic (not under control of 
the will) nervous system. The pronounced changes 
in the nose due to psychic stimili I emotional dis­ 
turbances) suggest that many so-called colds are 
induced by this stimulation. 
In Archives of Otolaryngology (ear and throat), 
Drs. A rthur F. Millonig, Harold E. H arris and W. 
James Gardner (Cleveland) report their study of 
the changes in the lining of the nose of 27 patients 
after the sym pathetic nerve supply and six after 
parasym pathetic nerve supply J?ad been cut, in the 
treatm ent of various neurolo^c (nerve) disorders. 
All these patients had swelling of the lining of the 
nose (nasal mucosa), difficulty in breathing through 
the nose and increased discharge of mucus. 
Sim ilarity of symptoms and appearance of nasal 
mucosa after these operations on the nerves sup­ 
plying this lining, to that of allergy of the nose, 
suggest that allergic diseases and the autonomic 
nervous systems are intimately associated and 
should be further investigated.” the doctors con­ 
clude. 
From the above information we gather that 
there is a close relationship between allergv and 
the nervous system. Head colds and allergv symp­ 
toms are frequently found in school teachers, whose 
work means continuous nervous tension.

Upon completion of my service 
in the United States Army dur­ 
ing World W ar 2, I returned to 
Kingston and embarked upon a 
career that was very close to my 
heart.
